Usually the first question 
that 
arises in the mind after a big fire Is 
“Was the building insured?' And; 
that is an im portant consideration. 1 
because insurance helps to mitigate 
for the individual owner of the de- 
! stroyed building t he loss sustained 
by fire. But many persons have un- I 
con.«ciously developed a m ental at • ! 
titude 
toward 
insurance 
which ; 
seems to say. “O well, if the build­ 
ing was covered by insurance there 
is no real harm done.” 
And th at point of view Is not only 
mistaken 
but may be 
dangerous. 
There Is never a fire without loss 
to tiie full am ount of the value of 
of the building burned, no m atter 
how 
high the insurance on 
the 
building may be. 
The community is never insured 
against fire. 
The practical value of all this 
consists in the fact that a large 
proportion of fires th at annually 
occur in any city can be prevent - 
rd. It is worth while, therefore, for 
every citizen to get the idea firmly 
in mind th at a community is nevei 
insured against fire. If this idea 
once gets itself firmly established 
the chances arc th at lieople will 
almost unconsciously take greater 
pains to prevent fires.
